Howe was it poſſible to ſe the Soſpel 
oꝛ to knowe it in al pour lyfe tyme? ſeing that 
no man mpght read the Boſpel hym ſelfe w⸗ 
out great ieoperdye and they that ſhuld haue 
red e pꝛeached it, neither could pꝛeache it ne⸗ 
ther wolde read in a tonge that pe coulde vn⸗ 
derſtand ; Wherbp ye are come now to this 
ignorance, that ye iudge the long hyd truthe 
of Ohꝛiſtes Soſpel to be a newlearnyng, as 
⁊ heathen men of Athens called Pauls doc⸗ 
tr ine a new lernynge becauſe they had neuer 
berde it befoꝛe. The ſame thyng that Lhziſte 
and paule ſuffered in their dayes , do now the

Fen mans lite. muſt be learned. of no where 
els but ot the Bible: that is, of the ew 
Teſtament and the Olde. Foꝛ all ſcripture, 
geuen by thinſpiracion ot Bod (ſapeth the 
Apoſtle .tf. Tim. uj.) is pzofitable to tea⸗ 
chyng, to impꝛoue, to infoꝛme, x to inſtruct 
in righteouſneſſe, that the man of Bod 
map pe perkecte ayd.pzepared to all good 
19 5 hs woꝛkes.

woꝛkes. Then. why doo we thzuſt in the 
churches handes the lawes of men as ues 
ccſſary to Thuſtes Kcligion? J doo not 
ſpeake here of the ciuyll law. J know that

- Krengthe of Boddes lawe: Kom. xu. F 
ſpeake of the decrees of me. with the which 
thep wolde mens conſciences. Furs 
thermoze , the Apoſtle in the. iu. Timo iu. 
chapiter, pꝛayſeth the holy ſcripture with 
à great verdyte and pꝛapſe, ſapenge: The 
holy Sertpture mate make the wyſe 
health, thoꝛow tapthe, whiehe is in 1 
AJyeſi . Wyo dare ſet this tytle befoze his 
conftitutions; that they may make you ler- 
ned to ſaluacton ? This honour is oniy due 
vnto the holy ſcripture of Bod. Further- 
moꝛe, it there were any thyng chewed oure 
Fathers a. M. pere a goe by the holy ghoſt, 
the which were not knowenein tyme ol the 
flow2pnge of the churche that newly dyd 
ſpꝛing vp)to the Apoſtles & to the churche, 
they becither neceſſary to ſaluacion, oꝛ not 
neceſſary It they be not neceſſary. hut oꝛ⸗ 
deyned fo2 a tyme,why is a maus cölcience 
bofite td them? It they beneceſſary, eyther 


ther is an other way of ſaluacid now, then

in the p2imitine churche, oz els they were 
all dampned that departed befoze-that re>- 
nelation : foꝛ they knew not the thyng that 
was good and neceffarp to their faluation.

Pou be⸗ 
yng deade with C hꝛiſte, why be pou holden 
ſryll with decrees? And koꝛ the moſt parte 
ſuch conſtituctons be contrary to the woꝛd 
and deede of the apoſtles. But as Serſon 
beareth'wptneſle in the ſcconde lection of 
the ſpirituall lyfe the . vn. coꝛollarie. It is 
not in the popes power, nother in the coñ⸗ 
tels power, noꝛ in the churches power to 
chaunge the learnyng geucn and taught of 
the euangeliftes, and of Paule. Maiſter 
Jaſper Satzger dyd ſee this in the defen- 
ſion of the conſtitucions of the churche, the 
whiche openly and playniy graunteth: that 
the learnyng that ig without the ſcripture, 
thoughe it bee good, pet it byndeth not by 
goddis lawe.

thynke woꝛchipfully by the fathers and the 
counſels, J doo not diſpiſe the P2ophecies 
oz the interpꝛetacions of ſcripture: but bez 
koꝛe ali other thpnges, J loue and regarde 
holy ſcripture, as the onely treaſure of the 
Congtegaqon. The ſcripture is of greater 
authoꝛitee (ſapth ſaynt Auguſtync) then all 
the capacitee of mans wytte: It it had ben 
ſufficient vnto vs to haue holy men, excel⸗ 
lyng bothe in wyt and in learnynge to rule 
the Churche oz Longregacion : what nee- 
ded it to oꝛdeyne the Canon of ſcripture ? 
It they onely make Deerces of outwarde 
thynges, in the whiche we haue lybertee , 
whp dooe ſome charge mens coulciences 
with theſe thynges, and ſo lade them that 
they commaunde # beate in as diligently, 
yea a greate deale moꝛe diligently, mannes 
lawes, than the moſte holy lawe of Sod. 
As koꝛ mp ſelfe, wittyngly and with my 
wyll J deceaue no man noꝛ J wyll affirme 
82 holde nothyng which is diſagreynge to 
the woꝛde of Bod, and the catholyke con⸗ 
gregatidõ. So erneſtly mone J to the wozd 
of Sod, that pet J wolde not the occaſion 
of fallyng ſhuide be geuen, the which ſpect- 
ally doth ſp2ing( as this tyme1$) ot the tra 
dictons of men, + J doo not ſtudy f02 all

that, that J might vtterly deſtroy ceremo⸗- | 
| nyes, and the ſtatutes of the fathers ; but 
oy | doo geue warnyng, as it was my duetp, 
that there is great difference betweene the 
keepyng of ceremonyes and mans fradict- 
ons, and the righteouſneſſe of God: and 
1 that there is a certapn rightonſneſſe, which 
158 muſt be earneſtly loked vpon , that we map 
1 know affer what facion, mens conlciences 
Im ſhuld be ſtabliſhed and made ſtrong ageinſt 
ff the gates of hell : and in what thynges- 
1 ttue penance and amendyng of our lpuypng 
dothe ſtande. In the meane ſeaſon fo2 the 
kepyng of peace and charitee, Jmoue and 
erhozte, to keepe the ceremonpes and tra⸗ 
ditions ot the churche, and the fathers , 
where as t hep hynder not the ſtudy ot trneE 
Holpneſſe, oꝛ haue no blame oꝛ faute. Only 
I moued that we ſhoulde not thynke, that 
all the ſtrengthe of holpneſſe dyd ſtande in 
deſpiſyng oꝛ kepyng of ceremonyes. It as 
ny man wyll contute it, that we haue wꝛit⸗ 
0 ten, unthout the bytterneſſe of enupe: let 
| | Him handle the matter as it were with his 


bꝛother, and not with his enemy : toꝛ we be 
ready to con ſute without ſtubburneſſe. and 
to be conkuted withoute anp anger oꝛ ſto⸗ 
make at all.

Man, moꝛe haſty and ſtirred, than the nu- 
niſtery and ſerupce of the wozde can beare, 
let him not be angry with me, but witheim 
whiche ouercome me with their diuelyche + 
bugodly ouerſepng x wpakyng at abuſes 
and erroꝛs. They graunte plapnelp, that 
there bee merueplouſe great abuſes in the 
churche: but they amende them not, where 
AS they haue ben ſo afte warned of theym, 
bothe in ſeaſon and out ol ſeaſon:the which 
they knowe well pnough to be the ſeede of 
diſcoꝛde, peſtilence, and diſtruction of true 
holpueſſe. But let vs leaue alone this kynd 
of men, which be not feruent in the ſpirite, 
And wolde to Sod that they ſayde not with 
the vnwyſe man in their herte: There is 
no Sod. Pſalmo.rtiit. 

Welbteloued bꝛother, J haue dzawen 
ont this geare after a rude facion, not ga- 
theryng together alt thynges which might 
haue ben ſpoken (as it dothe appere ) fo2 
this matter , but out of a greate-heape I 
toke a tewe thynges here and there, but J 
wyll treate vpon theſe matters in our com- 
mune places moze at lar ge.
